Claims 10-17 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

The examiner has found that the prior art of record does not teach or suggest or render obvious 
an access control unit that allocates an access request to either one of a first access not passing through 
the second information processing apparatus to the first storing unit and a second access passing 
through the second information processing apparatus to the first storing unit, according to power mode of 
the second information processing apparatus, as set forth in the specification and recited in the 
independent claims.
